Important 

IN  this  booklet  we  endeavor  to  list  a collection  of  Peonies  that  will 
prove  a lasting  pleasure  to  our  friends  and  customers.  The  Peony 
is  an  old  flower,  and  to  many  the  word  “Peony”  at  once  suggests 
simply  a red  old-fashioned  flower.  But  in  the  last  few  years  the 
Peony  has  been  gradually  brought  before  the  public,  until  now  it 
stands  almost  without  a rival.  This  is  because  so  many  of  the  Peonies 
now  give  shades,  tints,  colorings  and  a delightful  fragrance  that  cannot  be 
found  in  any  other  flower.  By  a careful  selection  of  plants  you  may  have 

A Whole  Month  of  Peonies. 

It  is  no  longer  necessary  to  simply  have  just  the  old-fashioned  red  or 
white  Peony  that  will  be  in  bloom  for  a few  days  and  then  have  nothing 
to  follow  it.  Why  not  plant  some  of  the  earliest  and  then  plan  to  have  a 
succession  of  blooms  for  four  or  five  weeks? 

Peonies  last  a long  time.  They  should  not  be  disturbed,  transplanted 
or  divided  until  they  cease  to  put  out  good-sized  flowers.  They  may 
cost  more,  at  first,  to  fill  a bed  or  border  than  many  annuals,  but  if  an 
account  is  kept  for  the  number  of  years  the  plants  last,  they  will  be  found 
to  be  much  cheaper  than  Salvia,  Geraniums,  etc.,  which  have  to  be  renewed 
every  year.  Many  of  the  varieties  named  in  the  following  pages  are 
expensive,  but  the  supply  is  very  limited  and  it  takes  time  to  get  a stock 
to  supply  the  demand. 

Time  to  Plant  and  Where. 

Peonies  should  be  planted  in  the  Fall,  October  or  November.  They 
will  then  become  established  and  make  a much  better  start  than  if 
planted  in  the  Spring.  Our  advice  is  Do  Not  Plant  Peonies  in  the  Spring. 

Nearly  any  place  or  soil  is  adapted  to  the  growth  of  Peonies,  except 
they  do  not  want  to  be  in  wet  ground.  They  are  very  effective  when  used 
as  foreground  for  shrubbery,  in  rows  for  a background  for  the  lawn,  as  a 
screen  for  the  walls  of  buildings,  or  lattice  work  of  porches,  or  in  beds  by 
themselves.  They  also  make  a pretty  border  for  walks  and  drives.  After 
the  flowers  are  gone  the  foliage  remains  attractive  throughout  the  Summer. 

Care. 

Peonies  like  rich  soil,  but  fresh  manure  should  not  be  placed  on  top 
of  plants  so  that  it  will  soak  down  through  the  hollow  stems  to  the  crown. 
Neither  should  it  come  in  contact  with  the  roots  when  planting.  A good 
way  is  to  use  a mulch  and  work  it  into  the  soil  around  the  plants.  To 
prevent  the  ground  from  heaving  by  freezing  they  may  be  mulched  with 
leaves  or  brush,  which  should  remain  till  all  danger  of  hard  freezing  in 
the  Spring  is  past. 

If  Wanted  for  Cut  Flowers. 

Always  cut  in  the  bud.  Do  not  allow  them  to  open  in  the  field. 
After  cutting  put  the  stems  in  water  and  keep  in  a cool  sheltered  place. 
By  this  means  you  will  obtain  the  best  colored  and  most  perfect  flowers. 
The  sunlight  has  the  effect  of  constantly  changing  them  from  the  time 
they  first  begin  to  open.  Some  of  the  pink  and  yellow  shades  fade  very 
rapidly.

AGIDA — This  is  a very  bright  and  attractive  red  peony,  semi-double. 
It  is  distinguished  at  once  from  all  other  red  peonies  by  its  striking 
color.

Buds  at  first  show  a delicate  pink  but  open  out  into  a pure 
white  with  an  occasional  penciling  of  coloring  showing  on  the  edge 
of  the  center  petals ....$1,50  Each,  $15.00  Doz. 

MONSIEUR  MARTIN  CAHUZAC — Produces  large  well-formed  flowers.

6 —  AKASHI-GATA — Rosy-pink  petals,  fringed  and  undulated.

Tree  Peonies  produce  large  flowers  of  the  most  delicate  tints  and  colors 
imaginable.  The  plants  form  a bush  that  grows  a little  higher  each  year 
till  they  reach  about  three  to  four  feet,  the  foliage  of  which  is  attractive 
and  ornamental.  They  are  perfectly  hardy,  but  as  they  bloom  about  ten 
days  earlier  than  the  Herbaceous  varieties,  the  buds  (which  are  very 
prominent)  should  be  protected  from  the  frost  and  cold  winds  after  they 
begin  to  start  in  the  Spring.  A shady  location  or  on  the  north  and  west 
side  of  buildings,  where  not  too  much  exposed  to  winds,  is  very  advisable, 
as  then  the  rays  of  the  sun  cannot  strike  them  till  the  warmer  part  of  the 
day.  A bed  of  these  shrubs  covered  with  their  large  flowers  is  an  attrac- 
tion to  any  lawn.
